It is a grain that time of the 
year when the political kettle be¬ 
gins to brew!

It is not my wish to exploit i State 
the assets and liabilities of any ! sistai 
candidate.

There are others 
who praise candidates simply on 
the basis that they have been 
introduced through one situation 
ci another, have talked with 
them for a minute or two under 
pleasant social circumstances and 
from then on are convinced that 
“he is our man." 

For those who read this col¬ 
umn weekly lets work out togeth¬ 
er what makes a candidate the 
man of our choice. I must rank 
“HONESTY” as number one. I 
have said before that honesty has 
two phases. . .one is the material 
honesty under which a person can 
be trusted with physical things 
or he steals. The second honesty 
is the “mental honesty" by which 
your elected official proposes or 
votes for your welfare above his. 

There are ever so many hon¬ 
est people but a great many lack 
dynamic energy. What good is 
honesty in a politician if he re¬ 
fuses to exercise it because he 
does not have the will to force¬ 
fully express it? He can never

FISHING FOR FROGS 

If you're a hard working 
fisherman, the kind who 
doesn’t like to quit even when 
the fish aren't biting, frogging 
may be just the spare-time 
sport for you. 

Not only is frogging an excit¬ 
ing way to spend a night, but 
you’ll have some good eating 
from your catches. Frog legs, 
breaded and deep-fried, are a 
gourmet's delight. 

No special equipment is 
necessary to catch frogs. Ac- 
cording to the fishing author¬ 
ities at Mercury outboards, all 
you need is a good flashlight, 
n burlap bag, and a quick 
Jiand. There are other meth¬ 
ods, of course, but catching 
them by hand is more sport¬ 
ing. 

Jt usually takes two persons 
to frog by hand. One operates 
the boat, easing gently up to 
the frog while his partner leans 
over the bow, flashlight train¬ 
ed on the frog's eyes, ready to 
grab the frog when he's within 
range. 

Be sure to squeeze tight once 
your hand closes around him. 
Frogs are slippery critters, and 
unless held tightly will jump 
and be gone. Once caught, a 
frog goes limp. Don’t be fooled 
by this maneuver and relax 
your hold. 

Have your buddy open the 
sack enoufch for you to reach, 
in, and place the frog well 
down in the bag before turning 
loose. Be sure to keep the 
sack pulled tight around your 
arm as you slip it out. Other¬ 
wise, the frog may come out 
with you. 

Other methods include gig¬ 
ging and hooking. The latter 
is done by tying a small piece 
of red cloth onto a hook which 
is attached to a line from a 
cane pole. Hooking is done 
during daylight. Flip the cloth 
near the frog, jiggle it once or 
twice and get ready to set the 
hook. 

Gigging is done at night with 
a small, three-pronged gig on 
the end of a long pole. 

It takes several years for ft 
bullfrog to reach eating size, 
therefore the gang at Mercury* 
suggest you use the hand 
catching method and release 
those frogs which are too 
small.

SPEECH PATHOLOGY 
PROGRAM 

Speech pathology is the area of 
professional specialization which 
has developed out of concern for 
people with disorders in the proc¬ 
esses of communication. Recog¬ 
nizing the need for speech, hear¬ 
ing and language therapy in the 
hospital community, the North¬ 
ampton VA Hospital offers a pro¬ 
gram designed to provide quali¬ 
fying veterans remedial speech 
services on a two-morning per 
week basis. Candidates for indi¬ 
vidual and small group therapy 
sessions are referred to the speech 
pathology consultant by staff 
physician. Clinical services for 
those impaired in speech and/or 
hearing include the initial evalua¬ 
tion and subsequent diagnosis of 
the problem by a wide variety of 
diagnostic procedures followed, 
when indicated, by a theraputic 
program of treatment geared to 
the individual needs of the pa¬ 
tient. 

Mrs. Andrienne Terrizzi joined 
the staff at the VA Hospital and 
Physical Medicine and Rehabili¬ 
tation Service as the speech path¬ 
ologist. She is also Clinical Su¬ 
pervisor of graduate students in 
Communication Disorders at the 
University of Massachusetts who 
are assigned to the program at 
the hospital. She holds certifica¬ 
tion in the American Speech and 
Hearing Association, an A.B. de¬ 
gree in speech therapy from 
Douglas College and her M.A. in 
speech pathology and audiology 
from Seton Hall University. We
